(The only means of communt- 
cation between Byrd and his pi-

I set our course for Grey 
Point, Spitzbergen, a few miles 
eastward of Amsterdam Island 
where we had left the land on 
the northern course. Had the 
sun not been bright and the at- 
phere clear ahead, we would 
have aimed for the middle, of 
the Spitzbergen Islands, so as 
not to miss the land completely 
and get lost in the Atlantic 


Ocean. 
Variations of Compass. 

Soon it became my turn to 
pilot again. I checked the 
course ¢arefully before taking 
the wheel and noted that the 
compass showed variations as 
high as 30 degrees. 

In the way to the Pole the 
variations of the compass had 
gradually increased from the 
time we left Spitzbergen until 
the Pole was reached. This 
was very interesting to me. I 
knew it would interest the sci- 
entific world, for the variations 
in the Polar Sea are largely un- 
known, and being unknown is 
what makes uncertain the navi- 
gation by compass from any- 
thing moving as fast-as an air- 
plane. 

Measuring Wind Drift. 


I was convinced now that 
we could tell how much we 
might be drifted by the wind 
to the right or left by the 
amount the magnetic compass 
would differ from the sun 
compass.

resigned because of differences 
with Sidener over the case. He left 
a letter of resignation charging his 
chief with full responsibility for 
the Rutherford settlement on Sid« 
ener’s desk, but declined to make 
public its contents. 

Friends of Bowcock understand, 
however, that he feels the Circuit 
Attorney's office has sought toe 
place the onus of the Rutherford 
settlement on him. This respone 
sibility he disavows entirely. Bow- 
cock’s position has been that he 
merely executed Circuit Attorney 
Sidener’s orders. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener, upon 
arrival at his office, declined to 
comment upon Bowcock’s resigna< 
tion. “I'll answer no questions at 
this time,’ he said. 

Bowcock Appeared for State. 

It was Bowcock who appeared in 
Judge Mix’s court, after being di- 
rected to do so by Sidener, to com- 


plain of ‘‘missing”’ witnesses and 
present an affidavit through which 
the Circuit Attorney’s office sought 
to justify the State's acceptance of 
a $500 fine for William Allen 
Scott Rutherford, drunken slayer 
of Jack Tucker, Majestic Hotel 
bellboy. The affidavit was made 
by Mrs. Tillie Tucker, mother of the 
slain boy, and in it she asked for 
clemency for Rutherford, having 
been promised $6000 by Ruther- 
ford’s attorneys if she would do 
sO. 

To Bowcock, those avho have 
talked with him say, it has ap- 
peared as if Sidener were making 
him the “goat” in seeking to shift 
blame. Bowcock feels that he was 
a subordinate bound to take orders, 
that Sidener adopted the policy in 
the Rutherford matter and re- 
quired Bowcock to follow it out 
and that Sidener should assume 
full responsibility. 

Bowcock has declared that he 
was not taken into full confidence 
of Circuit Attorney Sidener tn the 
case, but mrerely was told that his 
chief had decided on a lenient pol- 
icy because of the financial condi- 
tion of Mrs. Tucker. 

Sidener Went With Rowcock. 

It is understood that Sidener fook 
Bowcock with him before Judge 
Mix the day before the case was 
set for trial and in Bowcock’s pres- 
ence unequivocally announced that 
he would accept a plea and let 
Rutherford off with a $600 fine. 
Bowcock feels that he was thereby
